Each has its 
own personality and all the models are even more comfortable 
and even quieter than before, thanks to a complete range re- 
specification. The 5 new Rovers are proof, if you needed it, that 
success breeds success . . . 


The Rover 2300 

The complete Rover concept in its most financially accessible 
form. A classic 5-seater saloon with estate car versatility. Range re- 
specification means new, more comfortable seating and a new 
and very stylish colour-keyed interior; a new sound insulation level 
to complement Rover's already quiet performance at all speeds. 


The Rover 2300S 

Anewcomer to the Rover range. A car for the motorist who’s 
looking for value for money, realistic operating costs and a very 
high level of specification. The new 2300S provides exactly that: 
to the 2300’s already high specification, the 2300S adds power 
steering, a 5-door central locking control and plain and pinstriped 
velvet upholstery as standard. The new front seats are fitted with 
an adjustable lumbar support for greater comfort and support. 


The Rover 2600S 

A top speed of 118mph. An acceleration from 0 to 60mph in only 
10.7 seconds. And all with a cruising mpg figure of 39.6. The new 
2600S exhibits true Rover performance in all senses of the word. 
In addition, it is fitted with a sliding steel sun roof as standard and 
electrically operated windows with a rear window isolation 
switch. The self-levelling rear suspension is complemented with 
revised damper units that give a smoother ride at low speeds. 


The Rover 3500SE 

The first of the two V8-engined Rovers and an undeniable 
motoring classic. Including a 4-speaker radio/stereo cassette unit 
and the new, quieter, smoother Rover ride. A sophisticated paint 
process contributes long-life weatherproofing. And the 3500SE 
has a top speed of 122mph, combined with the thrift of over 
36mpg at cruising speeds. The 3500SE Rover is exclusively 
Basler coachlined and equipped with silver painted alloy 
wheels. 


The Rover Vanden Plas 
Another newcomer and the ultimate Rover. Unmistakable luxury 
and prestige, yet without the sacrifice of Rover’s famous 

- operating economy. Among the features fitted as standard are an 
electronic cruise control unit, Connolly leather upholstery, an 
electrically operated sliding steel sun roof, headlamp power-wash 
units, electrically adjusted and demisted mirrors and a unique 
Vanden Plas livery. Rover efficiency, Rover economy and, now, 
exclusive Vanden Plas luxury. 


On the ultimate Rover, the Vanden Plas, driver comfort is 
enhanced by the electronic cruise control unit and automatic 
transmission. The sense of luxury motoring is further enhanced by 
the Connolly leather upholstery fitted as standard. (Alternatively 
woven hairline velvet can be ordered at no extra cost.) 

The effective control of noise levels is an important part of driving 
comfort. A Rover's aerodynamic shape makes it a quiet car at any 
speed: the design of the two Rover engines make every car even 
quieter. Now, on all 5 models, we've included a new passenger 
cabin noise suppression package with a revised bore-exhaust on 
the 6 cylinder models. All features which will help you enjoy the 
in-car entertainment installed in every Rover, from a radio to a 4- 
speaker, full stereo radio/cassette system. 

Driver and passenger attitude is all-important as an aid to relaxed, 
safe travel. Every Rover front seat is precisely adjustable (4) and 
equipped with an inertia reel seat belt that automatically positions 
itself across the pelvis, the safest protective angle, irrespective of 
the height or build of the wearer. Similarly, a Rover driver can 
select his or her ideal steering wheel position in terms of reach and 
rake. (5) 

A very significant contribution to a Rover owner’s comfort is an 
extensive choice of personalised optional extras, details of which 
occur later in this brochure. It is possible, for very little extra 
outlay, to use factory fitted options to create exactly the Rover 
you want to drive. One example: the fully integrated air 
conditioning unit (6), situated by the centre console, is available as 
an extra item on the 26006, the 3500SE and the Vanden Plas. 
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Rover sets new standards in comfort 

Rover have always believed that interior comfort is more than a 
matter of soft seats and adequate legroom. Important as physical 
comfort is, psychological comfort plays a big part in the layout and 
finish of the new Rovers. 

For example, each model in the latest Rover range has been given 
an impressive new colour-keyed interior which co-ordinates the 
colours of fascia, instrument binnacle, carpeting and new 
luxurious upholstery. A very elegant look, right through the range. 
Research and refinement has led to revised seating, designed for 
maximum comfort and support. From the 2300S upwards, we’ve 
included an adjustable lumbar support for extra-fine tuning of 
personal comfort, particularly useful for driver and front 
passenger during long journeys. 

The self-levelling suspension which is fitted as standard from the 
2600S upwards now carries revised rear coil and damper settings 
that give an even smoother ride at low speeds. (1) 
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Psychological comfort for the driver comes partly from the careful 
instrument and control layout. (2) Instrumentation is 
comprehensive, including a full panel of warning lights that 
monitor the car’s main support systems, right down to a bulb- 
failure warning signal. All switches and the heating and ventilation 
slide controls are illuminated and the instrument binnacle is lit with 
a rheostat-controlled switch — the level of illumination can be 
adjusted to fit the driving conditions. 

A major part of a Rover's interior comfort is the cabin 
environment. (3) We equip every Rover with a big, 7kW heater 
linked to a centrifugal blower. Warm air from the plenum 
chamber is fed into the cabin and automatically sucked out at the 
rear vents. The central slide controls can direct warm or cool air to 
any part of the passenger area. A ram air mode is provided, 
releasing airflow into the car without use of the fan, and side 
windows are automatically demisted. 


Rover sets new standards in design 

The creation of the Rover concept was far more than the routine 
production of a new-look car. Every aspect of car design and 
engineering was reappraised with one aim in mind: to create a car 
for the real world of today, one that paid due attention to the 
increased cost of energy without sacrificing comfort, elegance, 
performance or enjoyment. The result was a car that won every, 
major UK and Continental motoring award. (1) 

Much of the famous Rover fuel economy is contributed by the 
aerodynamically efficient body shell, common to all 5 models. But 
the Rover's profile does much more than save you money at the 
petrol pump. It produces exceptional cross-wind stability; a 
discreet air dam at the front helps to reduce drag at high cruising 
speeds; air is forced through a bonnet intake and along pressure- 
ventilated body sills, eliminating trapped moisture and the risk of 
corrosion; and, finally, the simple effectiveness of the body-shape 
releases lots of interior space for 5 adults. (2) 

The basis of Rover engineering is simplicity. Every automotive 
problem has two answers — the simple, which tends also to be the 
most efficient and reliable; and the elaborate. The Rover design 
team aimed for simplicity. For example, the use of a live rear axle 
(3) with a differential nose extension and new, softer coil spring 
action, makes for steady, straightline braking, excellent 
roadholding and smooth acceleration. Stability, achieved through 
simplicity. 


The final element in the Rover design concept is versatility. Fewer 
people can afford to run two cars. More people expect the car 
they do run to be as adaptable as possible. And that a Rover 
certainly is. It’s a luxurious and roomy 5-seater saloon with a 
spacious boot, reached through a tailgate that rises smoothly on 
gas-filled struts. (4) The 12.25 cubic foot luggage space is hidden 
from view by a wide parcel shelf. Remove the boot's false floor 
and you enlarge your carrying area by an extra 2.1 cubic feet: the 
spare wheel can be laid flat or stood to one side. (A Dunlop 
Denovo option is available, which eliminates the need for the 
spare. 

But one quick action releases the rear seat and folds it forward. 
Instantly, any Rover then turns into a fully-fledged estate car with 
43.98 cubic feet — with parcel-tray removed, i.e. to roof level. The 
self-levelling rear suspension units, fitted as standard to the 2600S, 
3500SE and Vanden Plas ensure that whether you have a full load 
or are driving alone, the car stays the same distance from the road 
surface, handling remains unaffected and your headlamp beams 
stay safely aligned to the road ahead. 

A final accolade for Rover design comes from Motor Magazine, in 
their road test of the Rover ۷85, the direct predecessor of the 
Vanden Plas: “An impressive all-rounder, refined, versatile, and 
blessed with good road manners that make it an unrivalled long- 
distance express . . . the world’s best hatchback.” 


Rover sets new standards in quality 

Every major car manufacturer sets great store by quality control. 
Rover go further. We began by building a factory around the 
Rover concept: modern, efficient and cost-effective. Then we 
imposed quality control checks upon ourselves that have made us 
a place of pilgrimage for car-makers from Tokyo to the States. 

To begin with, every Rover is built to a quality control level set 
and adopted by the Ministry of Defence in the requisition of 
NATO equipment. That level applies to everything we build and 
to every component we buy, from primer paint to glass. It even 
applies to the machinery we use. 

In the course of its assembly, every Rover passes through 700 
rigorous checks, carried out by a specially trained staff of 175. 
Every Rover engine is tested on a bench-rig and tuned to 
perfection; every car is run on a rolling road and thoroughly 
checked. A selection of cars are flown abroad for operational 
testing in the baking Arizona deserts, the Lapland snows and, for 
high-speed running tests, on the German derestricted autobahns. 
We take another selection of finished cars through gruelling tests 
round our specially-built proving ground. And even more cars are 
subjected to impact safety tests to the point of destruction. 

One example of the care we take over your Rover is our paint 
and weatherproofing process. Every car, after initial degreasing, 
passes through a phosphate tunnel where it is cleaned and cooled 
to an exact temperature. The first and all important coat of anti- 
chip primer is then applied by a new cathodic process, made 
possible by recent advances in automotive paint technology. As a 
result the corrosive resistance of the Rover paintwork has now 
been vastly enhanced over previous levels achieved with earlier 
paint application methods. After repeated washing and air-drying, 
the body receives 4 coats of thermoplastically applied paint, is 
continuously checked and, if necessary, hand-finished. Full 
underbody bitumastic protection is given, and the body sills are 
injected with wax to fight rust or corrosion. 

tis this sort of attention to detail and desire to produce long- 
lasting quality that has led to Rovers being adopted by UK Police 
Forces for use as their high-mileage patrol vehicles. The West 
Yorkshire Force, which has to monitor the M1, A1 and gruelling 
Trans-Pennine Motorway, decided to order anew generation of 
overs after being so impressed with their previous vehicles, each 
of which completed approximately 100,000 trouble-free miles 
under testing conditions. 
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Rover sets new standards in performance 

A Rover is undeniably a sports saloon. The performance figures 
you'll find later in this brochure bear that out. 

But while many executive cars can accelerate quickly and reach 
high top speeds, Rover have gone further and set new standards 
of performance married to outstanding fuel economy, even at 
high, motorway cruising speeds. In a Rover, the faster you go, the 
less punishing your petrol bills are likely to be than if you were 
driving a comparable, high performance saloon. Much of the 
reason for that lies in the fundamental design of the two Rover 
engines. 

The Straight Six engine (1) powers the 2300, 2300S and 26005. It is 
a specially-created 6-cylinder layout, designed for the Rover 
body. 

A gravity die-cast aluminium head is used for weight saving and 
for its superb heat conduction dela ie the engine warms up 
quickly and evenly, saves weight and contributes to smooth 
running and efficient use of fuel. Petrol economy is also boosted 


by an award-winning Air Temperature Control Unit: a bi-metal 
valve self-adjusts to ensure the optimum mix of petrol with air at 
any given running temperature. Reliable, quiet running is the 
product of using an overhead camshaft format with twin SU 
carburettors. The Straight Six engine develops 123 bhp in the 2300 
and 23005 and, with a slightly longer crankshaft stroke and 
carburettor tuning, 136 bhp in the 2600S. 

The famous Rover V8 engine (2) powers the 3500SE and the 
و‎ Plas. Both cars have a 3528cc capacity and develop 155 
bhp. 

The V-configuration makes the 8-cylinder engine remarkably 
compact and, again, aluminium construction is used to save 
precious weight and to aid efficient running. A viscous coupled 
cooling fan, common to both engines, makes for quiet running 
and efficient performance. The V8 is easily and accurately tuned, 
thanks to a transducer diagnostic plug, (4) while electronic ignition 
maximises firing efficiency and starting under all conditions. 


Another continuous source of information on Rover performance 
comes from our Motorsport programme. In the day of the 1980 
British Grand Prix, Rover was outright winner of that round of the 
Tricentrol British Saloon.Car Championship at Brands Hatch. 


Rover sets new standards in safety 

Rover design safety features into a car from the drawing board 
onwards. The thinking behind that policy is brutally simple: 
however good a driver you may be, an accident can still happen 
to you without your intervention. Therefore, a Rover is designed 
to protect you and your passengers even if the worst happens. 
That protection starts with the Rover bodyshell. A strong, 
monocoque construction, it is designed with front and rear 
absorption zones which crumple on impact with the object of 
leaving the passenger cabin intact. (7) The engine is forced down, 
under the cabin, and compression struts inside the door structure 
mean that under even the severe crash conditions shown 
opposite, the doors will almost always open after impact. Other 
tests we carry out are equally tough: we break a car loose froma 
sled at 30mph and allow it to roll several times on concrete. (8) At 
the end, the laminated windscreen is intact, the doors open and 
the passenger cabin integrity is preserved. We were also among 
the first to use the ‘one-third offset test’: A Rover is slammed into 
a steel barrier, not only head on, but at an angle, simulating a 
sideswipe accident. Again, the cabin is protected. 

The seat belts (inertia reel) are anchored to the seats and cannot 
move or shift on their own. (9) Instrumentation is clear, concise 
and comprehensive: a panel of warning lights keeps the driver 
fully aware of the condition of the car’s main support systems. (10 
Some Rover safety features are invisible: the fuel tank, for 
example, is situated ahead of the rear axle, in the most protective 
position in the car. In addition, a fuel cut-out switch comes into 
operation automatically the moment the engine stops — or is 
stopped from — running. 

Even in small details, a Rover is considerate: on every model, the 
front doors are fitted with a warning light that signals when the 
door is open: high intensity rear foglamps have been included, 
particularly with motorway fog conditions in mind. 
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Performance on the road is something Rover take particular care 
to perfect. Rovers are continually tested for suspension and ride 
on a wide variety of surfaces at the Motor Industry Research 
Association track, leading right up to the bone-shaking pavé 
surface. (3) As a result of these researches, the self-levelling 
suspension itself ensures that however heavy or light the load the 
car is carrying, it stays a constant height above the road, making 
for a safer, more stable ride, better handling characteristics and 
correct headlamp alignment. 

Rover's total-efficiency concept has resulted in the selection of 5- 
or 4-speed manual gearboxes for the two 2300 models (5) and a 
5-speed shift for the 2600S and 3500SE. The Vanden Plas is 
offered with a standard fitment of a Borg Warner automatic 
gearchange (with illuminated graphics including a gear position 
indicator), (6) which is available as an option on all the other 
models in the range. On every Rover, the combination of engines 
with good torque characteristics and carefully selected 
transmission ratios provide optimum tractability. That tractability 
helped Rover to win the Caravans International Tow-Car of the 
Year Award.

The 26005 is powered by a slightly modified version of the 
Straight Six engine. The modifications produce an increased 
power output, up to 136bhp, a slightly faster acceleration curve 
and a higher maximum speed. 

In addition, the 26005 introduces electrically operated windows, a 
manually operated sliding steel sun roof and self-levelling rear 
suspension: whatever load you carry in the boot of the car, within 
seconds of driving away the suspension's self-energising 
hydraulics will raise the body of the car to a constant height above 
the road. Handling, stability and headlamp alignment are 
automatically adjusted to a “driver-only” load equivalent.
